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CHARLEVOIX COUNTY — As the 
2016-17 girls basketball season came 
to aclose recently, we saw new area 
stars emerge as well as a team on the 
verge of taking it to the next level. As 
we noted at the end of last season, 
the talent in the area has not dimin- 
ished, it just keeps getting better. 

In the Lake Michigan Conference, 
we saw Charlevoix finish (10-4), third 
place behind state powers Traverse 
City St. Francis and Kalkaska, an 
eight win improvement in conference 
play. The Rayders would also claim a 
Class C district title and advance to 
the regional final, before bowing out 
to eventual semifinalist Glen Lake, 
finishing the season with a record of 
18-7, 15 better than a year ago and 
things don’t look like they will slow 
down anytime soon. 

The East Jordan Red Devils also 
saw improvement over the course of 
a year, picking up five more victories 
than the previous campaign to finish 
12-9 overall and go 7-7 in LMC play, 
while Boyne City wrapped up a 3-18 
season. 

In the Northern Lakes Conference, 
the Ellsworth Lancers finished sec- 
ond at 10-2, one game back of league 
champion Harbor Light and had an 
11-8 overall record. Boyne Falls 
closed with a 2-15 record. 

With that being said, we now take 
the time to recognize the top players 
in the area in naming the Charlevoix 
County News Girls Basketball All- 
Area “Dream Team”. 

As in years past, this year’s team 


features an abundance of talent cov- 
ering all positions, from play makers, 
to floor leaders, long range threats, 
post players, rebounders and defen- 
sive specialists. 

After reviewing all the necessary 
statistical information and each stu- 
dent-athlete’s importance to their 
team and what those individuals 
faced each and every night on the 
court, the field was narrowed down 
to a handful of players and after 
much consideration, the selection of 
Player of the Year goes to 
Charlevoix’s Elise Stuck. 


PLAYER OF THE YEAR 


(#30) Elise Stuck, freshman, 
Charlevoix. 


Stuck burst onto the scene this sea- 


son and did not disappoint, leading 
the Rayders in every category. 

Elise was also recognized as a 
Class C All-State first team recipient 
as well as first team All-Conference. 

Stuck recorded numerous double- 
doubles as well as triple-doubles 
throughout the year, starting the sea- 
son with a double-double against 
Petoskey and finishing the season 
with a headlining triple-double 
against Glen Lake. 

For the season, she averaged 19.7 
points, 11.2 rebounds, 4.8 blocks,

She was the lone Boyne 
player to average double dig- 
its this year, finishing with 
an 11.6 per game average, 
while also hauling in over 
five rebounds and two steals 
per contest, shooting almost 
50 percent from the floor and 
leading the team in nearly 
every category.

CHARLEVOIX 
(#4) Rachel Nesburg, junior. 


Nesburg’s return to the 
lineup this season, after 
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missing most of last year due 
to an injury was a key factor 
to the resurgence of the team. 
Her ability to play pressure 
defense as well as offer the 
team another ball handler 
and scoring option set her 
apart from opponents. 

Rachel was one of the pri- 
mary ball handlers for the 
Rayders, dishing out 70 as- 
sists, while also teaming with 
her sister to wreak havoc on 
teams with their full court 
pressure, making 83 steals in 
the process. 

She also hauled in 89 re- 
bounds from her guard posi- 
tion and finished with a 
scoring average of 6.4 per 
game, totalling 160 points on 
the season. 


(#10) Natalie Nesburg, junior. 
Natalie was a key in getting 


the team going with her high 
energy and continuous effort 


throughout each contest, fin- 
ishing second on the team in 
steals, with 90 for the season 
(3.6 average). 

Her 7.8ppg (177 total) was 
second on the team, while she 
also added 79 boards and 
handed out 59 assists on the 
year. 

Nesburg’s ability to move 
quickly around the court, get- 
ting open or driving the lane 
on offense, was matched only 
by her defensive intensity by 
sliding over to cut off a path 
that opposing players thought 
they had or shutting down 
her own man, one on one. 


EAST JORDAN 


(#32) Kassey Wojan, senior. 


Wojan stepped up for the 
Red Devils this season, lead- 
ing the team in rebounds and 
steals. 

Kassey was a force on the 
wing and also inside, getting 
to the lane with her powerful 
dribble and gaining inside po- 
sition to gather putback at- 
tempts. 

She finished the season av- 
eraging seven points, seven 
rebounds per game and was 
second on the team in assists. 


“Team leader on the floor, 
very versatile...played every 
position,” East Jordan coach 
Steve Hines said. “Strong 
competitor and a great atti- 
tude.” 


(#24) Jayden Weber, freshman. 


Coming off the bench for 
most of the season, Weber 
emerged as a go-to player for 
the East Jordan team down 
the stretch. 

Jayden finished her first 
season on the varsity averag- 
ing 6.8 points per game, while 
hauling in five boards and 
leading the team in shooting 
percentage. 

“A very talented basketball 
player, has a knack for find- 
ing the ball,” EJ coach Hines 
noted. 


(#12) Abby Peterson, junior. 


The junior point guard led 
the team in assists and also 
second in steals, while start- 
ing every game for the Red 
Devils this season. 

Peterson averaged 6.5 
points per game and shot 51 
percent from beyond the 
three-point arch. 

“Strong rebounder for a 


point guard, very good at dis- 
tributing the ball, very un- 
selfish player, has turned into 
avery good point guard,” 
coach Hines said. 


ELLSWORTH 


(#13) Addie Nagel, freshman. 


In her first season on the 
Lady Lancer varsity, Addie 
did not display any sign of 
being intimidated by oppo- 
nents. 

“Game after game, Addie 
was the best player on the 
court,” Lancer coach Doug 
Nitchman said. “Addie works 
very hard on her game, both 
during the season and in the 
off-season, she is a leader on 
and off the court.” 

Nagel averaged 15.8 points 
per game for Ellsworth, 8.5 as- 
sists, while also grabbing 4.2 
rebounds and making 3.3 
steals. 

With her effort on the hard- 
wood this season, look for 
Addie to improve during the 
offseason, which is bad news 
for the rest of the Northern 
Lakes Conference. 


(#20) Marie Groenink, senior. 


Marie wrapped up her high 
school career with a solid sea- 
son, dropping 9.5 points per 
game for Ellsworth, helping 
anchor the Lancer defense, 
making 5.1 blocks per outing. 

“Marie is a coach’s dream 
player,” Lancer coach Nitch- 
man noted. “Marie will do 
whatever is asked of her 

anytime, all of the time. 
Marie has a perfect balance 
of competitiveness, sports- 
manship and team emphasis. 
She never gives up, ever!” 

Groenink also distributed 
the ball when needed, tallying 
2.2 assists per contest. 


COACH OF THE YEAR 


The 2016-17 Coach of the 
Year honors go Charlevoix’s 
Liz Shaw. In her fifth season 
for the Rayders, Coach Shaw 
took a three win team from a 
year ago and helped turn 
them to into a Northern 
Michigan powerhouse, finish- 
ing with 18 wins on the sea- 
son, while only having one 
senior on the team. 

She had the Rayders pro- 
gressing throughout the sea- 
son, putting different players 
into new roles for the benefit 
of the team and it paid off as 
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Charlevoix found themselves 
playing for a Class C regional 
title. 

With the loss of only one 
player from this years team 
and some new faces coming 
in from the JV program, look 
for the Rayders to continue to 
improve and challenge for the 
Lake Michigan Conference 
title and make a run in the 
state tournament. 

“Tam honored to be cho- 
sen,” coach Shaw said. “It isa 
humbling honor, but the suc- 
cess of the team was driven 
from the heart of my players. 
Most of my team will be back 
next year and I am excited to 
see where the future of the 
program goes.”
